2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
review of the prior art of record, it is believed that the present invention is novel and 
non-obvious wherein no reference discloses the recited structure, in particular the 
nozzle head being provided with a first pushing portion, second pushing portion and 
an intermediate portion, whereupon pressing the nozzle head the first pushing portion 
pushes downward on the outflow valve mechanism, thus opening it and allowing fluid 
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to discharge from the bellows, and where upon further pushing the second pushing 
portion pushes the intermediate portion downward to deform a bellows, and further 
upon release of the nozzle the bellows is returns to its stretched position to allow flow 
into the bellow through the inflow valve mechanism.
